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1 . Claims 1 -33, 40-54 remain for examination. Claims 34-39 have been canceled. 

2. Claims 34-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Elckemeyer et ai. (5,448,746). 

3. As to the newly amended feature of claim 40, Elckemeyer also taught the 
instruction bus (see fig.3 bus connection of decoder ) and the bit width (2) shorter than 
the M * N bits (2 * 4, see the Instruction length code, ILC, and the two bytes for N 
pieces In co1 .1 2, lines 2- 47). 

4. As to newly amended clam 47, Elckemeyer also taught a total bit length of the 
decoded instruction was variable (see the instruction length code, ILC, and the two 
bytes for N pieces in col .12, lines 2- 47). See also col.9, lines 12-35 for parallel 
execution. As to the bit length shorter than M * N, see citations above. 

5. The rejections are maintained and Incorporated by reference the last office action 
on 08/21/06. 

6. The response filed on 1 1/20/06 has been fully considered but is not persuasive. 

7. In the remarks applicant argued that Eickemeyer's bus width is at least equal to 
M*N. 

8. As to the remark above, applicant is reciting the bit width of instruction bus, not 
the bus width. Elckemeyer taught a total bit length of each of the parallel execution 
codes (4 or 2 bytes ) was shorter than the sum of bit instructions (2+4, see the 
instruction length code, ILC, and the two bytes for N pieces in col .12, lines 2- 47). 
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Therefore, the bit width of the bus was shorter than M * N. In other words, the bit width 2 
was shorter than 2*4 bits. 

9. Claims 1-33 are allowable over the art of record as indicated in the last Office 
action.
